In  reviewing  the  statistics  there  are  several 
features  worthy  of  attention.  Of  these,  the  most  dis- 
turbing was  the  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  infantile 
deaths  as  compared  with  the  previous  Wo  years,  n rate 
of  24  per  1,000  live  births  equals,  however,  the  average 
of  the  preceding  5 years  but  is  0.2  higher  than  that  for 
Sngland  and  Wales, 

The  birth  rate  was  14.3  .per  1,000  of  the  population 
and  the  death  rsTte  12.3.  Lhe  rates  for  England  and  Wales 
vrere  15.7  end  11. 7 respectively. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths. 

The  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  1956  was 
26,030,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  290.  The 
natural  increase,  that  is,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
vms  53*

Table  VI  on  page  21  shows  the  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  notified  and  mortality  during  1956, Table 
VII  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital,  and  Table  VIII, 
the  trend  of  infectious  disease  during  the  past  25  years. 

From  the  latter  table  it  v/ill  be  observed  that  the  total 
n-umber  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  was  the  lo\-/- 
est  recorded  since  1939.  This  was  primarily  due  to  the 
exceptionally  lovr  incidence  of  measles,  only  13  cases  being 
notified.  The  incidence  of  all  other  diseases,  with  the 
exception  of  dysentery  remained  about  the  average. 

For  the  seventh  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria 
vra.3  notified.  Immunisation  agaist  diphtheria  is  a function 
of  the  Divisional  health  oervice. 

DYdEFTFRY; 

Dysentery  (Shigella  Sonne i)  accounted  for  33  notifi- 
cations. Fne  disease  vras  exceptionally  mild,  diarrhoea  . 
occur ing  only  for  a day  or  so,  but  in  several  instances 
infection  persisted  for  several  weeks  before  negative  results 
v/ere  received. 

i^UTE  POLiavIYELITIS : 

TSa'O  cases  of  poliomyelitis  (non-paralytic)  were 
notified  and  recovered  after  treatment  in  hospital. 
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Formaldehyde  spray  and  formalin  vapour  generators  are 
uised  for  the  disinfection  of  infected  premises.  A steam 
disinfector  situate  at  Alpha  Tip  is  used  for  the  disinfection 
of  bedding,  articles  of  clothing  etc.,  when  required.  24 
houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

VACCINE  ETC. 

Anti-toxin,  vaccines  and  pathological  outfits  were 
available  at  the  Public  health  Department.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Adjustments  to  the  register  of  tuberculosis  persons 
were  made  as  shown  in  Table  IX  on  po.ge  2o,  Table  X the  age, 
grouping  and  separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and  deaths, 
and  Table  XI  the  incidence  and  mortality  of  tuberculosis 
during  the  past  10  years. 

When  desired,  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal 
of  a patient  to  hospital, and  bedding  arid  personal  belongings 
subjected  to  steam  disinfection,  otructural  defects  in 
houses,  particularly  regarding  ventilation,  were  given 
immediate  attention  and  any  case  known  to  be  sharing  a 
bedroom  was  given  priority  in  rehousing,  4 such  cases  v^ere 
rehoused  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  required  under  the  Public  health  Act 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis;  Regulations  1925,  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in 
the  milk  trade.

ivlr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  health  and  public  cleansing  services  for  1956. 

This  ms  a year  of  great  endeavour  in  the  campaign  for 
safe  food  follov/ing  the  introduction  of  the  Pood.  Hygiene 
Regulations  1955,  vvfhich  came  into  force  on  1st  January  1956. 

The  Inspectors'  time  v;as  occupied  to  a great  extent, 
particularly  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  in  this 
field.  On  the  whole  the  results  were  satisfactory  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  there  was  a great  improvement  in  the  standards 
at  all  food  premises. 

Three  clearance  orders,  involving  17  houses,  were  made 
during  the  year.  As  a result  of  appeals  against  two  of  these 
a Local  Enquiry  was  held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  the  Minister  subsequently 
confirmed  the  orders.  In  addition  to  these,  demolition  orders 
were  made  on  4 individual  unfit  houses. 

The  public  cleansing  services  have  been  well  maintained 
during  the  year,  and  the  revenue  from  salvage  sales  exceeded 
that  of  the  previous  year.  Tnis  ms  despite  the  introduction 
by  the  Board  Mills  of  a quota  for  vmste  paper  in  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year.  In  November,  tv/o  side  loading  refuse 
collection  vehicles  were  replaced  by  tv/o  Shelvoke  and  Drevrry 
Diesel  Engined  Pore  and  Aft  tippers,  and  at  the  same  time  two 
paper  salvage  trailers  were  replaced  by  larger  capacity  trailers. 
The  increased  capacity  of  the  vehicles  ms  necessitated  by  the 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the  district  and  also 
by  the  increase  in  volume  of  the  refuse  collected.

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Upland  surface  'water  is  gathered  in  reservoirs  belonging 
to  ivlanchester  Corporation  and  s-upplied  through  their  mains  to 
all  parts  of  the  district.  The  supply  is  constant  and  of  fairly 
good  quality,  but  owing  to  the  water  not  being  filtered  the 
amo-unt  of  s'uspended  solids  has  given  rise  to  some  concern.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Water  Engineer  this  wras  due  to  heavy  rains  v/hich 
caused  flood  damage  to  the  watercourses.  The  suspended  matter 
in  the  -water  was  composed  of  clayey  and  peaty  substances  which 
were  harmless.  The  partial  completion  of  the  Haweswater 
Aqueduct  has  ensured  a plentiful  supply  of  water. 

Samples  for  analysis  were  submitted  with  the  follovi^ing 
results

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate 
system.  The  sewage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping 
station  and,  after  separation  of  the  storm  -virater,  is  pumped 
to  the  head  of  a gravitational  sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewage 
from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately  to  the  Se-wage  Disposal 
Worlcs  by  i.ivay  of  two  main  outfall  sewers  24”  and  18”  diameter 
respectively.  The  process  of  treatment' at  the  sewage  works 
consists  of  primary  clatif ication  of  the  sewage,  whereby  solids 
are  removed  by  sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation, 
follo',ved  by  treatment  on  percolating  filters  in  which  the 
clarified  tank  effluent  is  rendered  non-putrescible  by  bio- 
chemical oxidisation.  The  deposited  sludge,  which  is  screened 
mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and  is  pumped  into 
digestive  tanfe,  the  digested  sludge  being  ultimately  dried 
on  adjoining  drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly  for  useas  an 
alternative  to  farmyard  manure  and  fertilisers.

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Foior  vehicles  with  trailer^  are  employed  in  the  collection 
of  household  refuse,  salvage,  trade  waste  etc.  During  the  year 
two  of  the  side  loading  vehicles  were  replaced  with  modern  rear 
loading  diesel  engined  vehicles.  9475  dustbins  and  I4  pail  closets 
were  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  as  far  as  possible  a 
weekly  collection  is  maintained.  The  follow/ing  table  shows

Street  cleansing  in  the  district  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  on 
the  main  site  at  Alpha  Tip,  which  has  been  in  use  since  1935*  A 
calfdozer  is  employed  to  facilitate  handling,  consolidation  and 
sealing  of  refuse. 

SALVAGE; 

The  recovery  of  ivaste  paper,  textiles  and  metals  continued 
during  the  year.  Despite  a reduction  of  10/-d.  per  ton  in  the 
price  of  waste  paper  from  1st  jipril,  and  a quota  of  200  tons  only 
during  the  second  6 months,  the  income  from  salvage  was  maintained.

Under  the  foregoing 
scheme  two  sulphur  dioxide  recorders  were  established  in  the 
area  during  1951?  one  at  the  Town  rlall  and  the  other  at  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the  results  for  1956  are  shoAwn.  over- 
.leaf.  The  lo\;-\rer  figures  of  the  vvrarmer  months  show  the  extent 
to  which  domestic  chimneys  are  responsible  for  air  pollution. 

The  mean  figures  for  1952  to  1956  are  disturbing  in  as  much  as 
each  year  there  i's  a slight  increase  in  pollution. 

A byelaw  as  to  smoke  abatement  in  pursuance  of  Section 
104  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  was  made  by  the  Council  on 
3rd  October  1955*  The  byelaw  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  28th  December  1955,  arid  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  February  1956. 

' SCHOOLS ; 

Sanitary  conditions  are  satisfactory  at  all  schools  in 
the  district  apart  from  the  yards  at  Haughton  Green  Council 
School  and  St,  iviary's  R.C.  School,  which  are  unpaved  and  in 
bad  condition.
